To
Mr., Mastermon's thrilling story I8 appended a
statement by Mre. Alonzo Taylor, another Eng-
lishmuan, also imprisoned and tortured, who
vouches for the execution of Watls anud another
Englishman, nnued Stark, and the death of n
third from cruel treatinent: —

I saw My, Stark, a kind old gentleman, and a
Britizh merchuut,  He had reswded in Asuneion
many yenrs, and was greatly esteemed and respected,
He looked very il and dejectad, | was uot allowed
1o speak to him; but I saw him fogged, and often
treated very brutally other wive. He was shot,
with a bateh of other prisoners, abont the beginning
of Septembr, 1563, John Watts, another Euoglish-
man, who was chief engineer of one of the gun-
boats, and Manlove, an American, were shot on the
game day. To the best of my knowledge, only two
Bnglishmen were shot by Lopez: the other, Mr,
Oliver, died from starvation smd exposnre, a8 did oo
Of my companlons the day after my arrival,

Mr. A, Taylor's statement, moade at Buenos
Ayres in January, is furnished by Mr. Russell
Sliaw, civil engiveer, now in London. Mr. Mas-
terman was formerly of the medieal staff of her
Majeaty's Thirty-second Hegiment; so that there
are means of testing the credulity of the new
witnesses to the barbaritles of Lopex.

) The Walinee Monnment,

To the memory of the Scotch patrict Wallace
a grand memorial monument i3 to be erected on
the Abbey Craig, near Btirling, Scotland. The
design consists of a Scottish baronial tower, 220
feet high and 36 feet square. The walls are
massive, being eighteen feet thick at the base
and from five to six fect at its thinnest part. At
the east side of the tower is a lodge for the
warder, and an open court-yard, entered by
arched gateways with bold mouldings, separates
the main bullding  from the warder's dwelling,
Above the outer gateway are the Wallace arms,
surmonnted with o lurge Scoteh thistle. Passing
through the gateway into o stone arched pas-
sage, i series of steps leads to nn open octago
nal winding staircase, projecting from the south-
west axgle of the tower, and roannizng up nearly
it entire height, Arrowlets pierce the walls of
the stalrease at intervals almostto the summit of
the tower,and bold cable mouldings, with moulded
angles, bind the walls externally. The staircase
forms the approach to several spacious uwnd lofty
halls designed for the display of armor and anti-
guarian relics, On reaching the top of the siair-
case there is o bartisan parnpet five feet thick,
and protected on the outside with a parapet wnll
six feet wide and eighteen inches thick., On
woing round the four sides of the parapet the
bartigan platform is reached, an open space of
about twenty-five feet square, paved with heavy
flage, and protected on the outside with a low
parapet congisting of large balls, surmounted by
a mounlded cope. An lmperial crown forms the
apex of the monument. This coronal top is
upwards of seventy feet high and comprises
elght wrms from the angles and sides, ull con-
varging to the centre and forming a series of
richly moulded and fiving battresses, The build-
ing 18 of freestone, with the exception of the in-
terior and packing, which ls whinstone.

These are the questions that have to
be met, and no avoldance Is to be tolerated,
The Jjournals contain long lists of names,
aflixed by Cuobans as well as  Spaniards,
which lend all seeming countéenance to
the action of the Governiment. Very
muny signatures appear of old and honored
Cubans, who, according to this showing, desire
to see Bpanish sovereigoty preserved intact.
The Count of Pozos Dules, long the old recog-
nized leader of the Cuban party, for years the
editor of El Siglo, and whose sister Is the widow
of Narciso Lopez, figures in the number. Then
one sees the name of Zaldo, of Jose Anfonio
Fesser, and of many other well-known Creoles.
